Read by State Deparument 
spokesmian Hoddivg ‘Carter 3d, 
the admuuistrarion statement said 
phat, if na progress was made this 
year toward 8 negotiated settle~ 
ment, “future disascer™ could en~ 
gui the Middle East. The spokes~ 
man said by “future disaster” be 
meant “the resumption of all-out 
war.” 

Airing the Carter admunistra- 
tion's differences with the new 
Israeli government of Prime Min- 
ister Menahem Bezin, the State 
Department said that to win a 
durable peace, within the terms 
of UN Resolution 242, “Israel 
clearly should withdraw from oc- 
cupied territories.” 

Biblical Names

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Carrillo’s Book: A Rare Dissection of Soviet Communism

nism. 

Mr. Carrillo goes beyond the 
usual statements of different 
paths ta socialism for difterent 
nations. Ke dissects the Sovier 
&caie in a war that is rareamong 
Communists, apologizing along 
the way that “other comrades 
may criticize what I say, but the 
truth mus, be known.” 


His harshest criticism, the one 
that caused ὑπὸ Soviet revue 
Novore Vremya and the Tass 
press agency to react almost in- 
eredulousir last week. was the 
charge that the Soviet Union 
could not even call itself a work- 
ers’ democracy. Consider this 
paragraph: 

“This trpe of state that has 
developed in the Soviet Union is 
not capitalistic, for it does not 
defend private property. but 
neither is it the trpe of state 
unagined by Lenin—one in which 
the workers exercise power di- 
rectly. Whrre should we situaté 
this type of state? Lenin said 
that the state. in the first phase 
of socialism. would maintain bour- 
gros elements, But the Soviet 
state has gone beyond the provi- 
ions of Lenin, It not onis has 
Kept bourgeois elements. but has 
deformed and degenerated to a 
degree thar in other times was 
only associated with imperialism.” 

That is tough language, and 
Novoye Vremya. in an article 
made official by Tass, counterat- 
tacked that Mr. Carrlilo had 
quite simply ceased to be a Com- 
munis. and Was no better than 3 
Social Democrat, “It is ποὺ 
Unreugh ignorance that Carnilo 
denigrates socialism and our coun- 
ire.” it replied. “This is deliber- 
ate anti-Sovietism.” 

The polemic is not one that will 
go away quickly, nor is it one 
that systematic critics of Euro- 
communism will be able to dis- 
miss as purely tactical, For Mr. 
Carrillo makes it clear in his book 
that he regards himself as the 
true Marxist. and the Russians as 
the deviationists, Social democ- 
racy. he writes sets out only to 
administer capitalism. while 
Marxism seeks to transform it, 
improve on it. 

Since the death of Stalin, 
writes Mr. Carrillo, the Soviet 
system has not shown much im- 
provement. “In reality," he 
writes, “one of the causes of the 
fall of Bhrushchev perhaps lar in 
his inability to transform the srs- 
tem of state created under Sta- 
lin... this system has nor 
changed, has not been democrat- 
ieized and has maintained the 
same brutal coercive character 
vis-a-vis other socialist states. 
something brutaly shown during 
ae occupation of Czechoslova- 

For Mr. Carrillo, the invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in August. 1968. 
marked the end. for him. of any 
Kind of solidarity with Moscow. 
“It was the last straw,” he writes, 


“Any idea of ‘internationalism’ 
ended for us.” Be does not bother 
to explain that his criticism of 
the invasion in 1968 led to an 
abortive Soviet attempt to replace 
him as Spanish secretary-general 
with Enrique Lister, who approv- 
ed the invasion. 

Mr. Carrillo does not limit his 
criticism of Soviet Communism to 
the recent past. He ranges back 
in history. blaming Soviet pre- 
World War I policy for failures 
ef the Popular Fronts in Spain 
and France, objecting te the es- 
tablishment of the Cominform in 
1947 and the treatment of the 
Yugoslavs starting in 1948. He 
has some kind words for Trotsky, 
saying that it is time that Com- 
munist history stopped branding 
him a tool of fascism, which he 
Wasn't, and examined his theses, 

All this was too much for che 
Soviet Communists, Their crit- 
icism was carefully timed for just 
after the June 15 Spanish elec- 
tions, so the Spanish Communists 
Would not gain any electoral mile- 
age trom it, The Spanish party 
won only 7.5 per cent in those 
elections, considerably less than 
the 12 per cent the hardline 
Portuguese Communists won in 
their first democratic attempt 
two yeats ago. The Soviet crit- 
icism was @ clear attempt to 
Show that, nor only is Mr. Ca- 
rillo wrong about Communism in 
Eastern Europe, but his analysis 
igs wrong for Western Europe as 
well. 

Mr, Carillo’s book is a strong 
Dies for 8 pan-Western European 
Communism, a rival power cen- 
ter, a new schism in the Com- 
unist world. Critics of Eurocom~ 
munism, he writes, “question our 
sincerity. I am not going to denr 
that I have changed my position 
on a whole series of questions . . . 
those who doubt the sincerity of 
these changes are fundamentaliy 
those who never change their 
ideas on anything.” 

But, he writes, Eurocommunists

MURBHTARA, Lebanon, June 27 
ANTT).—In ἃ vast feudal castle 
high on the slopes of Mount 
Lebanon, a spare young man 
in jeans and leather jacket cere- 
moniously receives elders of the 
Druze community and an array 
of politicians.

Top-Heavy Bureaucracy Held 
Damaging N.Y. School System

NEW YORE, June 27 (NYT). 
—School District 4 in East Har- 
Jem has 12 more principals than 
it hag schools—32 principals for 
20 schools. 

An examination of payroll rec- 
ords also showed that seven of 


One of the principals at dis- 
trict headquarters, Harold Fiuger, 
would like to return to 2 pro- 
ductive assignment but bas been 
given no work to do for the last 
10 months. He spends his days 
doing crossword puzzles and read- 
ing mystery novels. His salary is 
$32,500 a year. He says he is 
frustrated and unhappy. 

While the hiring of the exces- 
sive number of principals is not 
Ulegal, it.is illustrative of a top- 
heavy educstional ‘bureaucracy 
that critics say breeds waste at 
the expense of instruction. 

Heavy on Top 

Last week, City Controller Har- 
rison Goldin disclosed that a sur~ 
vey of 22 large Cities showed that 
New York City was spending less 
on each pupil's instruction than 
the national average, in part be- 
cause of & bloated administrative 
bureaucracy in the schoo! districts 
and af central headquarters in 
Brooklyn. 

The 32 principals in District 4 
are paid nearly 81 million 8. year. 
The 12 extras are paid nearly 
$400,000 ἃ year, an amount that 
could be used fo hire 20 addi- 
tional teachers or provide other 
services for the district's 14.500 
students. 

Irving Anker, the school chan- 
telior and chief executive officer 
of the school system, said yes- 
terday he was “concerned” about 
the situation, but doubted he had 
“the authority to change it.” 

Peter O'Brien. president of the 
Council of Supervisors and Ad- 
minisirators, the principals’ mion, 
termed the situation a “pork bar- 
rel,” while Anthony Alvarado, the 
District 4 superintendent, defend- 
ed the hiring practices, saying 
that the principal-administrators 
in the district office were neces- 
sary and that others in subschools 
were part of the district's philos- 
ophy to create smaller schools 
for students, He imsisted that 
he was not spending more money 
than other districts, 

Principal Removed 

In 1971, a year after the law 
decentralizing the city’s school 
aistricts on the elementary and 
junior-high-schoo] levels went 
into effect, District 4 had 22 prin- 
cipals in charge of 20 schools. One 
of them was Mr. Fluger. He was 
removed from his post by Mr. 
Alvarado a year ago because Mr. 
Alvarado says he has many ques- 
tions about Mr. Fluger’s admin- 
istrative abilities, 

Mr. Fluger charges in turn that 
his removal was part of an over- 
all plan by Mr, Alvarado and the 
School board to remove Jewish 
principals from the predominant- 
ly Hispanic school district. 

Besides Mr, Fluger, there are 
two assistant principals and 15 
other employees at the district 
office who are, in fact, on pay- 
rolls in various schools in the 
district. This procedure, city au- 
ditors say, reduces the budget of 
the district, falsely inflates the 
number of administrators and em- 
ployees actually in the schools 
and makes it difficult to know 
who is doing what. 

Mr, O'Brien assails the motiva- 
tion of the school board. “I 
know of no school district in the 
city that has a comparable pork 
barrel," he said last week. 

In recent years the local 
school bard, which has been in- 
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volved in two discrimination suits 
brought by Jewish principals no 
Jonger in the district, has manag- 
ed to hire a new group of prin- 
cipals, usually Hispanic in origin, 
by creating minischools with en- 
roliments of under 200 each, by 
assigning principals to the dis- 
trict office and by creating the 
title of co-principal in four 
schools.

Costs Grew Due to Blunders

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, June 

7-—The builders of the trans- 
Alaska pipeline ignored the most 
fundamental of business prac- 
tices in their zeal to complete the 
s8-billton project on schedule, 
Alaska state investigators have 
concluded. 

The 89-mile-long pipeline, 
opened lest Monday, was plagued 
by management errors and lack 
of planning starting in 1969, the 
investigators’ report said. Those 
errors were translated into Tun- 
away costs that the builders 
want to recover through e€xces~ 
sive charges for shipping oil 
through the line, the Alaska 
Pipeline Commission repart said. 

One critical decision, against 
hiring a planning con in 
1972, was based on political con- 
siderations and resulted in a “fa- 
tal planning deley.” the investi- 
@ation found. 

Correetive steps by Alveska 
Pipeline Service Co., a consor- 
tium of elght oil companies, were 
too little and too jate, the com- 
mission contends. The report by 
Terry Lenzner, special counsel to 
the commission, said “the inertia 
of past cost mismanagement 
could not be overcome.” 

As @ result, labor costs ran as 
much as $848 million over Alyes- 
ka's budget, the report said. 
Some of the overruns were at- 
tributed to goldbricking and 
Teatherbedding. 

Design changes, largely caused 
by poor planning and research, 
forced a $1124-million increase 
in the cost of building, the in- 
vestigation disclosed. 

Tt concluded that a company 
estimate of theft during con- 
struction probably was “signifi- 
cantly understated” although it 
did not attempt to put a dollar 
figure on loss because of stealing.

High Court Finds Job Bias 


Against Women at Prisons 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (IHT). 
—The Supreme Court ruled today 
that state regulations that set 
height and weight standards for 
prison guards wnconstitutionally 
discriminate against women appli- 
cants, 


In overturning an Alabania 
regulation, the court suggested 
using tests of physical strength 
instead of measuring height and 
weight to determine whether a 
person can handle the job. 

The justices said that if 
strength is a job requirement, an 
employer can judge qualifications 
by “adopting and validating a 
test... that measures strength 
directly.” 

They added that “such a test, 
fairly administered, would fully 
satisfy the standards of Title 
VI" of the Civil Service Act, 
which prohibits employment dis- 
crimination,, “because it would be 
one that measures the person for 
the job and not the person in the 


“abstract.” 


Underweight Applicant 
The Alabama case was brought 
on behalf of Dianne Rawlinson, 
who wanted to be a state prison 
guard but weighed five pounds 
less than the 120-pound minum.

World War ΤΠ nearly bégan in Spain—in 
Fact. one might say it did, even if the prin- 
elpal contestants then—the Spanish, Italian 
end German Fascists versus the Soviet 
Communists—did reach = temporary peace 
fust before Hitler and Stalin invaded Poland. 
So now Franco's succession, with its turn 
toward democracy, is very significant to all 
οἱ Europe, And. almost as ironic as the 
Hitler-Stalin pact which followed Franco's 
victory is the argument between Moscow and 
the Spanish Communists over dogma. 

Both have been quite explicit, bringing the 
discussions of the various brands of Com- 
munism (Leninism. Trotskyism, Maoism, Bu- 
rocommunism?! to what was, in fact. a reas- 
sertion by Moscow that the Kremlin speaks 
for the Communists and a flat denial by the 
followers of Santiago Carrillo. This is cer- 
tain to have an effect upon Western Euro- 
pean politics. whatever the stratezy behind 
the dispute. And it is concerned with the 
succession of power in Yugoslavia, where 
Tito's aze 185’ and independence have been 
tending to cancel one another out.

and, perhaps, the purely personal ambitions 
of such men as Brezhnev, the Kremlin is 
holding fast. ideologically. 

Whether this will succeed in bringing the 
dissidents back into line. or whether It will 
mean other Hungarys or other Yugoslavias 
—or other Chinas—remains to be seen. What 
is apparent is that the great facts that were 
assumed about Communism during the first 
two decades after the war can no longer be 
taken for granted; that the Iron Curtain is 
an over-simplification. and that 
changes, for good or evil. could well result. 


The Uranium Cartel 


Yes. there was certainly 2 uranium cartel 
in mperation several years 2g0, but no, it's 
not clear whether it had much effect on the 
terrific rise in prices in the United States. 
The cartel operated outside the United States 
at a time when Americans were prohibited 
from using imported uranium. As for the 
hapless Gulf Oil Corp.. clearly its subsidiarr 
Guif Minerals Canada, Ltd. was a willing 
participant in the cartel. An enthusiastic 
participant. you might even say. | 

A House Commerce subcommittee, under 
Rep. John Moss. D-Calif.. has been vigor- 
ously rummaging around in the records of 
the cartel But the subcommittee seems to 
be heading toward 811 the wrong conclusions. 
It is now off in hot pursuit of that favorite 
U.S, idea—wrong. but cherished nevertheless 
—that it’s only the wicked oil companies that 
are responsible for rising energy prices, The 
idea is a very comforting one for Americans 
and for congressmen, because most of the oil 
companies iie within the jurisdiction of Con- 
gress to regulate and to punish.

The reality is more disquieting: Americans 
have lost control of the international energy 
markets. To Mr. Moss. it seems self-evident 
that the public interest requires the lowest 
possible prices to the U.S. consumer. But the 
Canadian government, which organized the 
eartel, doesn't see if that way at all. 

Americans might note, first of all, that 
the cartel was the direct response to U.S. 
protectionism. Uranium prices had been 
falling steeply and, to protect its own indus- 
try, the United States in 1966 prohibited 
foreign fuel for U.S. reactors. That closed 
70 per cent of the world market to foreign 
sroducers and the price feli further. Even- 
tually. in 1972, Canada began to set up the 
eartel. 

But in 1973. the market picked up when 
the U.S. government began pressing power 
companies to Hne up future supplies. Then 


came the oil crisis and utilities all over the 
world frantically began scrambling for ura- 
nium. That led to the Westinghouse fiasco. 
Westinghouse. the largest producer of com- 
mercial reactors, had been sweetening its 
Sales with contracts guaranteeing fuel at the 
old iow price. After the oil crisis, prices 
trebled and in 1975 Westinghouse announced 
that it would have to renege on contracts to 
deliver some 65 million pounds of uranium 
fuel. That set off a further panic among 
Westinghouse’s customers and the price 
surged again. : 

Westinghouse, defending itself against 
more than $2 billion worth of damage suits, 
argues that the cartel was a major reason 
for its troubles, But the evidence so far is 
not impressive. The company took a huge 
gamble on a volattle market—and lost. As 
for the cartel. it fell into disuse after 1975 
with prices soaring far higher than any it 
had tried to set.

For Americans, there's a further point to 
the story. Gulf Minerals Canada. Ltd. took 
part in the cartel voluntarily—but it had no 
choice. Participation was a condition of 
mining uranium in Canada. When the 
United States tries to impose its anti-trust 
tradition on companies’ Canadian operations. 
Canada regards that as an infringement of 
its sovereignty. Some Canadians, in fact. see 
US, attempts at extraterritorial anti-trust 
enforcement as a device to knock down the 
price for foreign fuel to feed the insatiable 
US. economy. That accusation, you'd have 
to agree. 15 not wholly inaccurate. 

But in the end the cartel didn't make 
much difference. The ineptitude of Guif 
and its complaisant subsidiary is the small- 
est part of the uranium case. At oottom. it 
was another collision of national interests 
amidst the world’s tightening competition 
for fuel

In U.S. Inerease

NEW YORE, June 27 (NYT) 


$204.1 million, trailed the April 
pace by 2 per cent, This decline 
was more than offset by a 144- 
per-cent surge in export orders, 
which amounted to $30.5 million 
in May.

AS @ result, total. orders for 
this year's first five months 
reached $1.17 billion, a gain of 
60 per cent from the year-ago 
period. Domestic orders, valued 
at §1.07 billion, ran 65.5 per cent 
higher, while foreign orders, at 
$105.2 million, were 19.9 per cent 
ahead of the year-earlier Jevel. 

Last month's shipments ran 
145 per cent higher than in May, 
1976, with domestic shipments up 
27.5 per cent and foreign ship- 
menis down 44 per -ent. The 
trade association placed total 
shipments for the first five 
months at $859.2 million, down 
09 per cent from the year-earlier 
level.

While the May excess of im- 
ports over exports was less than 
half the record monthly deficit 
of $2.6 billion im April, the over- 
all trade deficit for the first five 
months of 1977 was still at a rec- 
ord of 59.77 billion.

100 U.S. Multinational Firms 


In Probe by Customs Service

NEW YORK, June 27 (NYT). 
—The U.S, Customs Service is in- 
yestigating more than 100 multi- 
national corporations that are 
suspected of, or have admitted, 
secretly transporting large 
amounts of cash mM or out of the 
country, according to customs 
officials. 


Many of the cases have grown 
out of disclosures of multimillion- 
dollar corporate slush funds used 
for illegal or questionable pay- 
ments to politicians and foreign 
government officials, 

One such case, involving Gulf 
Oil, was recently referred by the 
Customs Service to the Treasury 
Department for ciri] action as 
@ possible violation of the na- 
tion’s Bank Secrecy Act. 

Among other well-known cor- 
porations under scrutiny, accord- 
ing to sources close to the inves- 
tigation, are Lockheed Aircraft, 
McDonnell Douglas and Northrop 
«three of the world’s largest aero- 
space manufacturers). Others 
are said to be Exxon (the world’s 
largest oil company), Ashland 
Oil and G. Ὁ. Searle, a major 
drug concern, 

’ Several of the companies said 
they were aware of the investiga- 
tions, Others said they were un- 
aware of any such inquiry, and 
most said they did not believe 
they had violated the law. 


US. to Oppose 


Income Transfer 


WASHINGTON, June 51 (Reu- 
ters).—An administration official 
said today the United States wilt 
oppose any effort to use com- 
modity agreements as a means of 
redistributing wealth among na- 
tions, 

“Our policy is to separate out 
and reject the category of mea- 
sures designed to effect. income 
transfers through commodity ar- 
rangements.” said Fred Bergsten, 
assistant Treasury scretary for 
international affairs. 

Mr, Bergsten said the United 
States feels commodity agree- 
ments should be used solely to 
smooth out price fluctuations. 
thus serving an anti-inflationary 
function in user countries and 
encouraging investment in pro- 
ducing courtries. 


About a dozen cases involving 
secret cash movements are al- 
ready being presented to grand 
juries, the Customs Service said. 
Tt refused to identify the com- 
panies, 

Gulf could be assessed $495,000 
in fines, according to the Cus- 
toms Service.

He was 
sentenced to one year in prison 
and has since been released. 

The Customs Service is con- 


ducting its current investigations | 


with 2 special task force of 30 
agents. The investigations follow 
earlier investigations by the Secu- 
tities and Exchange Commission, 
the Watergate special prosecutor 
and the Senate Subcommittee on 
Multinational Corporations. 

In those investigations, the 
existence of numerous slush funds 
to finance overseas and domestic 
payoffs and illegal political con- 
tributions was established. 

The Bank Secrecy Act makes 
1 illegal for companies to trans- 
port more than $5,000 in or out 
οἵ the country without declaring 
it to customs agents. 

Customs agents are looking for 
evidence of both criminal and 
civil violations of the law. Crim- 
inal violations involve wilifui in- 
tent as well as more stringent 
evidence than is required in 
civil proceeding. 

The entry of the Customs Ser- 
vice into the picture signals a 
new approach by the government 
to cracking down on the main- 
tenance of secret so-called off- 
shore funds. 

Τῇ criminal cases are initiated 
by the service, penalties can 
range up to $500,000 and five 
years in prison in instances 
where more than $100,000 is in- 
volved in a 12-month period or 
where there is proof of some ad- 
ditional federal violation.

Doubts in Congress

deficit this year without weaken- 
ing confidence abroad in the dol- 
lar, questions are being raised 
in the Congress and elsewhere 
about how long this trend can 
continue. 

Congressional sources, who say 
they understand the need for the 
U.S. deficits in international 
trade and its other current-ac- 
count transactions to help stimu- 
late a worldwide economic recov 
ery, nevertheless are beginning 
to worry. 

Charles Vanim, D-Ohio, chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means subcommittee on interna- 
tional trade, says “the tone of 
the administration's announce- 
Ments of the deficits has been 
almost congratulatory. While 
there's considerable merit in the 
administration argument (fin fa- 
vor of U.S. trade deficits!, Tm 
not certain the situation 15 ss 
simple as the administration be- 
lieves.” 

“Bow long can we afford these 
enormous defictts?” he asked, 
The congressman said his trade 
panel will hold hearings on the 
trade deficits and their economic 
implications, both domestic and 
international, later this year. 

Rep. Vanik and other members 
of his panel, meanwhile, will go 
to Brussels and Geneva eariy 
next month to discuss world 
trade issues with officials of other 
governments.

‘The Grave of My Freedom’

ANEARA ΠΈΤ ".--ὖ the age of 13 Nazli B,’s father married 

her off and built himself a home with the money the bride- 
groom paid. “My father said he would cut off my bands, if 1 
didn't do as he ordered, but he wasn’t marrying me, he was sell- 
ing me” With oly a trace of bitterness Nazli adds. “Tbe hause 


lives in is the grave of my freedom: 1 tell him so too.” 


It was only after she and her husband left the forest village 
they had grown up in and joined the millions who move to the 
big cities that Nazli began to understand the injustice done to 
her—and she became determined that her own daughter, Adalet, 
now aged 12, should not suffer the same fate, 


‘The village they left was midway between Ankara and the 
Black Sea. At the time they moved out ten years ago its 500 
families had no road, no electricity and only one tractor between 
them. A school had just started: her daughter is named after its 
first teacher. 
women were forbidden to listen. 

Nazii's home is now a three-room shack, one of the hundreds 
of thousands which have sprung up around the large cities. It 
has unpainted briquette walls. 2 tiled roof, and an outside lava- 
tory ἃ la franga—that is, a hole in the ground. The electricity is 
pirated from a neighbor, water comes from the faucet put in by 
the contractor who set; up this “housing estate” of seven shacks. 
The nearest grocer is a fifteen-minute walk away. To retum 
from work each day Nazli has to take the bus from Ankara to 
the last stop and then walk a stiff thirty minutes through the 
fields. Four months of the year these are covered in snow and 
for another two they are mud.
